*o in ?he caucus radically change the 
B ates bill, which is the one desired 
by the St. Louis 
delegation 
in the 
general assembly. 


The bill as agreed on in the caucus 
i provides for tw o excise com m issions 
for St. Louis» one a republican and 
the other i democrat, both to be ap- 
?»ointed by the mayor and subject to 
removal by the governor. 
It also provides for a police board 
of three mem bers, the mayor beina 
rn ex-officio member, and the other 
tw’o to he appointed by him, and all 
rubject to removal by the governor, 
who if at any time it is deem ed ne?- 
essary to remove all three m em bers. 
Is then authorized to appoint an en­ 
tire new’ board. 


The “dry®” w ere hopelessly beaten 
in the caucus. 


The test ca m e on a motion by Rep­ 
resentative Hay, 
of 
Callaway, 
the 
“dry” leader, to amend 
the 
bill so 
that the excise 
and 
police 
board 
V ould be elective. 


On this motion the Vote w a s 81 to 
12 against, and th e caucus then pro­ 
ceeded to amend the bill as outlined.

SOMETHING OF A BLESSiNG 


There is no subject on which there 


is such a conflict of confident opin­ 
ion, with such slight basis of exac* 


information as that which is called 
“the social evil.” To study this deli­ 
cate question 
scientifically 
is 
the 
task undertaken by' 
the ‘¡Bureau of 
Social Hygiene,’’ which owes its in- 
ialive to John D. Rockefeller, jr. It 
is time that the real problem, how tr 
lessen its volume and how' to lessen 
the evils, not only social but physi­ 
cal, which it causes, shall be attack­ 
ed with patience, 
intelligence 
and 
persistence. 
Agitation on this subject 
is com­ 
monly approached either in a senti­ 
mental frame of mind 
or for pur­ 
poses of political reform. It is from 
time to time necessary to arouse the 
people to prevent the 
utter dcmor- 
ialzation of municipal administration 
through official partnership with vice 
and without doubt 
human sentiment 
and sympathy are needed in dealing 
with it; but there is a greater need 
of just that, calm, patient, thorough 
and 
comprehensive 
study 
of 
the 
whole subject of vice and 
its reme­ 
dies which the Bureau of Social Hy­ 
giene has undertaken. 
The bureau*sets out from the start 
to get all the 
accurate 
knowledge 
that can be had to verify 
it, classif* 
and co-ordinate it, study it patiently 
and systematically before 
approach­ 
ing the task of inference and recom­ 
mendation. It has had two extraordi­ 
narily capable investigators a1 
** 
for more than 
a 
year—-one, Georgs 
J. Kneeland, of Chicago, and another 
Abraham Flexner, in 
Europe. 
And 
this is but the beginning of a studv 
that is to be carried 
on 
in places 
where special conditions 
exist 
and 
special measures have been adopte%* 
in connection with the evil.

As concrete floor will be four 
inches thick, set up the forms on four- 
inch concrete bricks. 
To curve the 
end wall forms lay them out with a 
six-foot string in the same way as de­ 
scribed later for arch rings. 
At en­ 
trance, to provide a uoorway, set be­ 
tween the forms a frame of two by 
eight-inch stuff, three by seven feet 
In the clear. 
Mix the 
concrete one part cement 
to four parts bank run gravel. 
Lay 
the four-inch floor the same as a side­ 
walk, but without joints. 
Six inches 
from the top of side walls and one 


th* long way and six inch s crossing 
the cellar, wiring the rods together 
where they cross. 
Cover with five 
inches of concrete.
